Tur Propoſitions, which were agreed to by the 
parliament of this kingdom, as proper to be made 
to the legiſlature of Great Britain, for a final ad- 

juſtment of the commercial intercourſe between 
both kingdoms, were poſted with ſuch celerity 
through the Iriſh Houſe of Commons, and agreed 
to, with ſuch an amicable pliability by the Lords, 
as to have been ſcarcely, if at all, at the time 
when they were agreed to by Parliament here, - 
underſtood in this country.

WuriLE they were thus accelerated only two pe- 


titions were preſented againſt them x. Theſe peti- 


tions approved part of the propoſitions as they were 
in their original ſtate; but partly declared againſt 
them as impolitic, and prayed that they might not 
be adopted in toto. It may be ſaid, therefore, that 
as theſe petitions only appeared againſt the propoſt- 
tions, the ſenſe of the nation was evinced to be in 
favour of the meaſure. But beſides the celerity 
which has been already complained of, another 

reaſon can be fuggeſted. The people of this coun- 
try had been, by ſome modern doctrines of law, 
prevented from ꝓetitioning. Fearful of meeting 
in large bodies, however conſtituted, they were 
for a while intimidated from exerciſing what is 
now on all hands allowed to be their natural right. 


'They remained in a ſtate of political ſtupor, from 


which it is to be feared they are not yet perfectly 
awakened ; and from which, if the preſent con- 
duct of England cannot arouſe, nothing can ex- 
cite them. | 


Tax Commons of England have been as flow 
as we appear to have been precipitate. Indeed

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our condnct has, there, been every way inverted. 
No information whatſoever was here given to the 
public of what was to be diſcuſſed. No previous 
inquiry from manufacturers, no committees to 
adjuſt what ought to be demanded, or what might 
be granted. On the contrary, the conſideration 
of the people of England has been drawn to theſe 
propoſitions by every poſſible means. Public 
documents and private diſquiſition have been pour- 
ed fromthe preſs. The Committee of Trade made 
a report upon the ſubject, which was immediately 
given to the public. A report from the Commiſ- 
ſioners of Cuſtoms has alſo been printed. 
Another of the Committee of the whole Houſe 
upon this ſubject has been publiſhed. Members of 
both Houſes of Parliament there have from the preſs 
declared their opinions upon it; and the table of 
the Engliſh Houſe of Commons has been almoſt co- 
vered with petitions againſt the propoſitions which 
we made. From hence it appears that our haſte 
was not thought an object of imitation in that 
country. And the mature wiſdom of the whole 
people of England has thought it proper to enlarge 
the number of our propoſitions from eleven to 
twenty. I talk not of the manner in which they

mons, but that form in which they were agreed 
tO.

to. Whether this modification was intended to 


narrow their original intention, or not, will beſt 


appear from a compariſon of thoſe propoſitions 
originally agreed to here, with theſe reſolutions 
which are now to be returned from England to 
this country, to be aſſented to by our parliament. 
Upon a mercantile queſtion it may not be unfair 
to ſtate them by way of debtor and creditor, and 
inquire thereby in whoſe favour the balance ap- 
pears to be. If the amendments be ſuch as make 
no material variance, the people of England by 
adopting a mere verbiage have deprived us of that 
character, which their liberality was formerly fond 
to beſtow upon us——namely that of being a 
nation of BLUNDERERS.— | 


 ——BvuT how will our character really deſerve 


to be appreciated, if, upon the preſent occaſion, 


when RECIPROCITY is held out as the diſtinguiſh- 
ing feature of theſe propoſitions, it be found that 
every advantage is in favour of Great Britain, and 
that we let go ſubſtantial good to acquire an unreal 
and at beſt a ſuppoſitious advantage ? 


Is making the deductions which follow the 
reſolutions, the pamphlets which have appeared 
in Great Britain could have alone been adverted

for to the ſhame of this country, it muſt be 
declared that the preſent is the ſolitary publica- 
tion which has appeared either to ELSE; or 
deprecate the preſent meaſure. 


As the alterations and omiſſions made in the re- 
ſolutions in the Engliſh parliament are fo very 
many, it may be neceſſary to acquaint the reader, 
that the words or paragraphs which are printed 
in Italics in the Iriſh propoſitions have been omit- 
ted in the Engliſh reſolutions, and the words or 
paragraphs between inverted commas have been 
varied ; that the words, paragraphs, or reſolutions 
printed in Italics and between inverted commas 
in the Engliſh reſolutions, are either entire reſo- 
lutions or amendments, which originated in Eng- 
land, and that the words or paragraphs between 
inverted commas are variations made from the 
original Iriſh propoſitions. 


Ir has been thought unneceſſary to add the re- 
ſolutions as propoſed by Mr. Pitt in the committee. 
It can be of little import ance to this country to 
ſee that the prime Miniſter in England was inca- 
pable to carry through that parliament the mea- 
ſures which had been previouſly agreed to in 
council; or the amendments which had been after-

wards adopted to get rid of the prepoſſeſſions which 


have been entertained againſt the commerce of this 


country being advanced. However it may cer- 
tainly be a matter of ſome concern to the people 
of England, to perceive that- in his conduct as 


a Man and a Miniſter, he conducts himſelf exactly 


in the ſame way to the people of this country with 


regard to their commerce, that he has done with

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OBSERVATIONS. 


I: does not require much ability to comment 
upon the antecedent Propoſitions and the Reſolu- 
tions which are oppoſite to them. The mere in- 
duſtry of compariſon is all that can be requiſite, 
A few flight obſervations ſhall be made by way of 
guide to the attention of others, and will be all 
that ſhall be attempted by the editor of this trifle, 
New to commercial matters, the ſubje& had its 
difficulties to the people of this country, in the 
ſtate in which it was propoſed by the legiſlature of 
Ireland: but it has been ſo amended, that he who 
runs may read ; for in its preſent altered ſituati- 
on the reſolutions tend to produce a ſyſtem of in- 
ſidious monopoly, diſguiſed under a fallacious 
appearance of favour, and are, in multiplied in- 
ſtances, contrary to the principles of the laws of 
both countries. 

It 
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It is impoſſible to follow this ſubject in a regular 
chain of connection: it ſhall alone be my object 
to purſue it in that deſultory manner in which they 
ſeem to have been taken up by the Engliſh legiſ- 
lature, unſyſtematic, unarranged and irregular; 
not as things which were happily to unite in one 
whole, but like the ancient picture of Chaos, 
diſcordia ſemina rerum. 


Firſt Propoſition and Reſolution. 


The manifcſt intention of the propoſitions, as 
framed here, was that we ſhould be enabled to 
extend the commerce of this country ; and this 
appears evident from the very texture and word- 
ing of the propoſitions in their original form, Upon 
the face of the firſt of it is declared to be 
* highly important to the general interereſt of 
* the Britiſh Empire, rhar THE TRADE BE- 
TWEEN GREAT BRITAIN, AND T&ELAND EE EN- 
COURAGED AND EXTENDED AS MUCH As POSSI- 
BLE.” But as the encouragement or extenſion 
of the trade of Ireland was not intended to be 
made any part of the treaty between the two 
nations, we do not find theſe words, even in the 
reſolutions propoſed by Mr. Pitt. An omiſſion of 
ſo important a paragragh could not have been done 
without meaning, and if there were any intention 


in 
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in it, that reſtrition muſt be alarming: The peo- 
ple of Ireland meant to purchaſe an extenſion of 
their trade. But this reſolution is ſo far from 
holding out any ſuch thing. that while the pur- 
view and intent of the whole reſolutions convey 
nothing but reſtraint, their very preamble di ſdains 
holding out even a ſhew of advantage. 


The ſecond Engliſh Reſolution, originated in 
England, and ſeems however to differ from the 
aſſertion before made, and it alſo differs from all 
the ſubſequent paragraphs; it reſolves that a 
"= Full participation of commercial advantages ſhould 
« be permanently ſecured to Ireland, whenever a pro- 
« viſion equally permanent and ſecure ſhall be mage 
© towards defraying in time of peace the neceſſary 
Co expences of protecting the trade and general mntereſis 
« of the Empire.” But by the twentieth Engliſh 
reſolution, a certain ſum is declared to be a ſatis- 
factory proviſion for that purpoſe; and therefore 
if that reſolution be acceded to by the Iriſh Par- 
liament, then a Full participation of commercial 
advantages has been purchaſed by us, and all theſub- 
ſequent arrangements and reſtraints which con- 
trovert this full participation is a contradiction to 
the principle laid down by Great Britain * 


felf. 
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Second Iriſb Propofition—Third Engliſh Reſolution. 

In the courſe of debating theſe propoſitions in 
Ireland, Mr. Corry, member for Newry, called 
upon Mr. Secretary Orde to declare what his 
principle was, and what he intended with regard 
to the trade with the Eaſt Indies, to which the 
Secretary anſwered, that he had a ſcheme alſo for 
that, which he did not doubt would be fatisfaftory 
to every body: But can the ſcheme which the 
Engliſh legiſlature have contrived, be ſuch as to 
give that ſatisfaction. Even by the navigation 
act it is declared, to be lawful to import all 
goods of the production or manufacture of the 
3 plantations of either Spain or Portugual, from 
© any of the ports of theſe countries, and from the 
« Azores, Madeira, and the Canary Iflands,” ſo 
that under this law, we might whenever the mo- 
nopoly of the Eaſt India Company ſhould become 
intolerable, have a reſource to ſave us from the 
oppreſſion of theſe monopoliſts. But the preſent 
ſyſtem as propoſed in England deprives us of that 
reſource ; for it excepts in ſo many words all articles 
of the growth, produce, or manufacture of any of 
the countries beyond the Cape of Good A to the 


Streights of Magellan. 


The fourth Engliſh Reſolution originated in the 
Britiſh Parliament, and would perhaps demand 
a ſpe- 
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Here then is an obligation upon the preſent 
_ parliament of Ireland to bind their ſucceſſors in 
parliament to make ſuch laws as ſhall be enacted 
in Great Britain. Can the Iriſh parliament enter 
into ſuch a treaty? Can they make ſuch a com- 
pact ? Certainly not. For the legiflature,” as 
jt is well obſerved by Blackſtone F, „is always 
5e of equal, always of abſolute authority: it ac- 
© knowledges no ſuperior upon earth, which the 
prior legiſlature muſt have been, if its ordi- 
© nances could bind the preſent parliament :” 
This is another of the abſurdities with which the 
fourth Engliſh Reſelution is implicated, et} 


The fifih Reſolution alſo originated in England, 
and 1s a continuance of the ſyſtem of impoſing 
worſe reſtraints on the trade of Ireland than what 
it heretofore laboured under, and is a part of the 
commercial advantages we acquire, as it tends to 
abridge or prohibit all chance of American, African 
or Weſt India trade. 


By the fixth Engliſh Reſolution a new code of 
revenue laws is to be adopted in Ireland. By 
the ſevenib, a new ſcheme of. exporting all foreign 
goods from this country to Great Britain. And by 
the eighth, all goods to be exported from Ireland 
0 the Britiſh Colunies in the Weſt Indies, Ame- 
: * Com. Vol. 1, . : 
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a ſpecific treatiſe upon itſelf. Every thing that 
has been ſaid to inforce a repeal of the iſt of 
George I. every thing that might be ſaid to en- 
force a renunciation of the right claimed by that 
act, may with propriety be applied upon the 
preſent occaſion. Every thing that conſtitutes 
the independence of the Iriſh nation is to be ſa- 
crificed by this propoſition ; and it ſtands affected 
with greater marks of reprobation than that very 
act of parliament, which aimed at annihilating 
the very functions and exiſtence of the Iriſh le- 
giſlature. For never having aſſented to the autho- 
rity of that law, we had always a right to deny that 
authority—but by the compact made in the preſent 
treaty we are induced inſidiouſly to bind ourſelves to 
ſubmit to a paramount legiſlature in all queſtions of 
commerce. Nor is this the only unconſtitutional 
doctrine with which this propoſition is replete, 
for, contrary to the known and eſtabliſhed rules 
of the conſtitution, it lays the foundation of an 
act, which is to be derogatory from the power of 
all future parliaments, and which from that very 
reaſon cannot be binding at all. For it lays down 
as a datum, that all laws which are made or ſhall 
be made in Great Britain, ſhould be in force in 
Ireland by laws to be paſſed by the parliament of 
Ireland for that purpoſe. | 
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rica or Africa, to the countries beyond the Cape 
of Good Hope to the Streights of Magellan, are to 
be ſubject to ſuch regulations as may impoſe like 
incumbrances as the like goods exported from 
Britain are ſubject to. This laſt Propoſition has 
an appearance of fairneſs: but let us conſider the 
ability of this country to encounter like burthens. 
In the progreſs of many years England preſerved 
to herſelf a monopoly of commerce ; ſhe grew 
wealthy, yet ſhe got into debt. She prevented us 
from a participation of trade, while ſhe was not 
in this ſituation ; and we do not come in to par- 
ticipate fairly in the trade, unleſs we ſhall have a 
long enjoyment of it unincumbered by theſe 
burdens, which long ſucceſs alone could ena- 
ble any nation to bear, and a habit of induſtry, 
the conſequence thereof, incited by an open 
market for their commodities and manufactures. 
Of all which this country has been at all times de- 
prived by the narrow policy of Great Britain, and 
which is not now to be rendered more open by 
theſe Propoſitions. In aid to this opinion comes 

the reſpectable authority of Dean Tucker , WhO 
well obſerves upon the impoſſibility of a pov:

cumſtance , 
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cumſtanced, to rival a rich one. Poverty alone is 
a ſufficient remora; and that poverty has been the 


only gift of Britain, and for a continuation of it 
we are to pay and be thankful. 


The eighth Reſolution is alſo of Engliſh fabrica- 
tion, and is of the ſame purport with the antece- 
dent. But the zinth Reſolution, with a liberality 
which is highly honourable to the framers of it, 
not content with preſerving the Eaſt India mono- 
poly to the preſent Company, it goes to the pre- 
cluſion of all trade with any other countries 
except thoſe with which Britain fhall chooſe to 
trade; and it deprives us by anticipation, ſhould the 
South American Colonies ever get rid of their ſub- 
jugation to Spain, from trading with them. 


The tenth Reſolution is varied from the original 
third Propofition made by the Iriſh parliament, and 
from the modification of it brought in by Mr. 
Pitt. After excepting corn, meal, malt, flour and 
biſcuit, it goes on excepting qualified prohibitions, 
not abſolutely preventing the importation of goods, 
&c.; and by that means continues an actual pro- 
hibition of many articles which are importable in 
ſmall quantities at preſent. It alſo contains a fur- 
ther continuance of the navigation laws.

By the eleventh Reſolution (the fourth Iriſb Propo- 
ſition ) an example has been ſet by the Engliſh 
parliament, well worthy of Iriſh' imitation. By 
the minutes * of the witneſſes examined before the 
committee of the Houſe of Commons of Great 
Britain, it appears, in almoſt every inſtance, that 
ten one-half per cent. will be an effectual pro- 
tecting duty for the Engliſh manufacture againſt 
the Iriſh; and this duty has been the one propoſed 
by Great Britain for the acceptance of Ireland; 
Now, ought not Ireland, actuated by a ſimilar 
ſpirit, examine what may be an effectual protect- 
ing duty for her manufactures, and make that the 
Ini qua non of the treaty, unleſs that duty which 
has been adopted by England be given up ? 


By the twelfth Engliſh Reſolution (the fifth Iriſh) 
thedutieson beer imported into Ireland are to be pre- 
ſerved, without any countervailing duties thereon, 
which muſt entirely deftroy the Iriſh brewery. 


The variations between the thirteenth and four- 
teenth Engliſh Reſolutions are nat very material, but 
they are ſtill intended as clogs upon the i and 


fixth Triſh Fropaſil ions. 


By the fifteenth Engliſh Reſolution advantages are 
ſtipulated for Britiſh ſpirits diſtilled from corn, 
* See that Publication paſſein. 


while 
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while no ſuch reciprocal advantages are preſerved 
for Iriſh ſpirits, though an article, which may 
hereafter by opening chat market, become a con- 
fiderable object of traffic. 


By the ninth Iriſh Reſolution it was intended that 
an effettual preference may be given to the importa- 
tion of ſimilar articles of each country from the 
other, and by that means make Britain and Ireland 
reciprocally the moſt favoured nation. In the x- 
teenth Reſolution of the Engliſh legiſlature theſe 
words are changed tor effeftually favour, which is 
a conſiderable falling off from the original de- 
ſign, and ſhews that the intention of Britain is not 
to bind herſelf to any act of peculiar preference or 
encouragement to this country. 


The ſeventeenth is of ſuch a nature as will in- 
tirely deſtroy the trade of bookſelling and printing 
in this country, and will not be of any advantage 
to Britain. The home market of Ireland can alone 
be ſupplied by the publication of cheap books; 
the importation of which into England is at preſent 
ſufficiently guarded againſt : ſo that the only da- 
mage Britain can fear from Ireland is their expor- 
tation of books to America. But the prevention 
of the Iriſh from printing original works in a cheap 

| manner 
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manner can only have the effect of throwing tlie 
trade into the hands of the Dutch, who already 
enjoy the advantages of publiſhing almoſt all French 
books which are prohibited. a 


By the eighteenth Reſolution we are to be pre- 
cluded of the advantage of all future inventions 
for the facilitating manufactures. 


The nineteenth Refolution cannot be accounted 
fair, while the Scotch, after having deſtroyed their 
own fiſheries, now come to deſtroy ours. 


Our tenth Reſolution which was intended as a 
guard againſt accumulating debt, and a preface to 
the ſum which we ſtipulated to give to Great Bri- 
tain if our Propoſitions were agreed to, has been 
paſſed by in the Britiſh parliament with a ſilence 
_ which indicates no peculiar partiality to economy 
in this country, nor has the miniſter ever taken 
notice of it. We may from thence infer how far 
it has been an object of the regard of the Britiſh 
parliament or miniſter, | 


By the !wentieth Engliſh Reſolution (our eleventh 
Iriſh Propofition) we are bound to give · whatever 
ſum the groſs hereditary revenue ſhall produce 
above £.56,000, toward the ſupport of the naval 
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force of Great Britain, at all times, and we are 
to be bound to make permanent proviſions for the 
collection of the revenue. Clogged as our trade 
will be, it appears evident that we muſt go on 

accumulating debt to pay the mere ordinary ex- | 
pences of the government, for the trade of this 
country will be hereby ſo burdened as to make it 
impoſſible for us to extend it. So that inde- 
pendence, which ought, as Dean Tucker contends, 
to be a bleſſing to us and to the ſiſter kingdom, 
as it would tend to amend the defects of the trade 
of Britain, wilt become our curſe. Nothing has 
appeared from the Engliſh preſs which militates 
againſt the enlargement of the trade of Ireland, 
which requires an anſwer. The author of this 
intended taking a flight review of them all, but 
beſides that he ſees nothing to anſwer, he feels 
that the moment of agitating this queſtion is at 
hand, and if he were to delay in order to examine 
idle theories, ſyſtematic ruin may be introduced. 


Mx or IRELAND! after having by fortitude 
acquired conſtitution, are you willing to ſacrifice 
it for commerce—but it is not even to commerce 
that you ſacrifice it—by theſe regulations it is reduc- 
ed to a ſhadow. Will you after having gloriouſly 
contended for independence, yield it up at the 
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ſhrine of Britiſh monopoly ?——lf you are ready for 
the ſacrifice, prepare yourſelves for a communica- 
tion of taxes, and a national debt verging towards 
bankruptcy.——Theſe are a part of the benefits 
which you will receive by an UN1oN with Great 
Britain, and theſe propoſitions if agreed to in their 
preſent altered ſtate, muſt end in that deſireable 
concluſion, Is this to be the EUTHANASIA of 
the new-born Iriſh Conſtitution?

which ſhould prevail between countries ſo cloſely, 
and your petitioners hope, inſeparably connected. 

That your petitioners humbly repreſent, that 
if a meaſure ſo unfriendly as that of a prohibition 
ſhould be perſiſted in on the part of Great Britain, 
it will ſurely be impolitic 1n Ireland to preclude 
herſelf for ever from adopting a ſimilar conduct in 
reſpect to the exportation of the material of her 
ſtaple manufacture. | | 

That your petitioners humbly conceive that an 
effectual preference to articles of the growth, pro- 
duce or manufacture of each country, over ſimilar 
articles of foreign growth, product or manufacture, 
on their impoi tation into the other country, ſhould 
be ſecured by a mutual engagement, that any pre- 
ſent exiſting preference ſhall in no ſort be ever 
hereafter leſſened. 


Your petitioners humbly intreat this honour- 

able houſe to take theſe matters into 

conſideration, and adopt ſuch meaſures 

as to their wiſdom ſhall ſeem meet; and 

5 petitioners will, as in duty bound, 
humbly pray.

THAT your petitioners perceive that reſolu- 
tions have been propoſed to the houſe, for a final 
adjuſtment of trade between Great Britain and 
Ireland. | 5 | | 

That by theſe refolutions Briciſh goods are to be 
admitted at the preſent duties into Ireland. 

That your petitioners have not the ſmalleſt hope 
of the Iriſh manufacturers being able to procure a 
ſale for their fabrics in the markets of Great Bri- 
tain under the propofed regulation ; but Britiſh 
goods will ſtill continue to command a preference 
in our own- markets, and prevent us, as hitherto, 
from manufacturing either for domeſtic trade, fo- 
rcign export, or the Britiſh market.
